drowning of Mrs. Russell. She left 
her home about

o’clock 
riding 
horseback and was crossing the river 
about a quarter of a mile 
from her 
home, w’hen it is thought 
the horse 
stepped on its own 
shoe, pulling it 
off. It stumbled, Mrs. Russell falling 
over its head. An old man and a boy 
about fifty feet away saw 
her, and

The result of the suits will affect 
25.000 banks in the United States, ac­ 
cording to Levy Mayer, of counsel for

suits. The banks are: 
The Continen­ 
tal and Commercial

bank, 
the Continental and Commercial Trust 
find Savings bank and the Hibernian 
Banking association. 
The Continental and Commercial 
National bank sub asks for the return 
of $21,657.34, which is alleged to be 
the amount of taxes paid by the bank 
to the internal revenue collector as 
representing one-tenth of I per cent 
on federal, state and municipal bonds 
and other property not used in the 
banking business. 
The other banks 
asked 
for 
the 
returh 
of 
smaller 
amounts of taxes. 
The suits were filed against United 
States Internal Revenue Commission­ 
er W. H. Osborn and Collector Julius 
F. Smietanka of the local office. The 
Buits allege that from 
the 
federal,

Capital, no tax can be levied.

“This is the first attack of the kind 
Under the 1914 war revenue act,” said 
Attorney Mayer last night. 
The cases are test suits and upon 
their final decision will depend the 
right of the government to tax a large 
part of the capital and surplus of the 
25.000 banks in the United States.

for the Breeders* Gazette. 
Here is 
Mr. W ing’s opinion of soy beans: 
“If you will oarefulv study the sta­ 
tistics you will see why this crop de­ 
serves to take such prominence. 
It 
will then be seen that the beans have 
a higher protein 
content 
than 
oil 
meal, that the hay from them has a 
higher protein content 
than alfalfa. 
Note also the splendid amount of fat 
in the grain. Add to this the fat that 
with the new' varieties 
it is easily 
possible to secure two to three or oc­ 
casionally as high 
as 
four to five 
tons of dry hay per acre, that from 
twenty to thirty bushels of seed per 
acre are 
frequently 
reported; that 
the plant is a legume 
and adds fer­ 
tility to soil fully 
as 
rapidly 
as 
the clovers or other legumes; that it 
will grow on soil too poor or acid for 
the easy success of alfalfa, and you 
have a 
splendid 
combination, cer­ 
tainly qualities that are hard to ex­ 
cel with any of the cultivated crops. 
“We know of no 
plant 
having a 
wider or more useful range of possi­ 
bility than the soy bean. When one 
stops to think of the 
great feeding 
value of the grain, of the entire plant 
being very valuable for forage, of its 
being a legume and heavy gatherer of 
nitrogen to the soil, and that it is by 
no means difficult to grow nor exact­ 
ing as to the kind of soil it requires, 
he is bound to realize that it occu­ 
pies a position unique among all oth­ 
er crops. 
Not only is the grain as 
nourishing as oil meal, but it is as 
greedily eaten as corn, and as easily 
digested as any grain w'e have ever 


fed. Moreover, there seems to be ton­ 
ic effect about the entire plant, and 
stock fed either the grain or forage 
becomes ful of life 
and 
energy as 
with no other grain 
that 
wTe have 
ever used. As a hay plant it certainly 
deserves to compare 
very favorably 
with anything that we are now grow­ 
ing, especially so when 
the best of 
new varieties are used. These are not 
only large enough to produce a great 
variety of feed, but the 
stems are 
fine enough so that there would

less waste than with most of the old 
varieties.

standing erect and being easily cul­ 
tivated and easily harvested.

being recumbent and difficult to cul­ 
tivate and to harvest As a nitrogen 
gatherer we are sure the 
soy bean 
has no superior, when inoculated and

The Time of Day for Cutting. 
It has been practiced 
very exten­ 
sively to mow* the crop beginning af­ 
ter the dew' is off in the morning. I 
am of the opinion that it is not the 
right time. It should be understood 
that the natural way for moisture to 
get down a plant is by 
wTav of the 
pores in the leaves. As soon as the 
leaves wilt this process stops; after 
that the only wray w'ater can get out 
of the plant is by soaking through 
the stems, which 
is 
rather a slow 
process. The mowing machine should 
be started rather late 
in 
the after­ 
noon, so that there will not be enough 
sunshine to wilt 
the 
leaves before 
sunset. The leaves should

fresh and 
green 
all 
night.

Under fair weather conditions 
alfalfa cut in this w’ay can be hauled 
into the barn usually 
by 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon following. 
A side 
delivery rake is really the best kind 
for the purpose, and the raking can 
begin shortly after the dew has thor­ 
oughly dried off in the morning. To 
determ ine when it will do to put in 
the mow, take a wisp of the hay and 
if by twisting it no moisture can be 
seen it is safe to put away. 
If the 
weather happens to be wet, it is .bet­ 
ter to shock the hay green, topping 
well and allowing it to cure in this 
way before putting 
into 
the 
barn. 
By having small canvas covers when 
the w eather is extremely w'et the hay 
may be cured in excellent condition. 
If allowed to get too dry before rak­ 
ing many of the leaves are lost, and 
such to the greatest possible extent 
should be avoided. 


“Cultivation." 
It will be found that a good many 
weeds will be starting, also that the 
ground will be considerably 
crusted 
and these weeds should be removed 
and the crust broken up. 
On alfalfa 
that is not more than one year old, 
a spike tooth harrow is good, 
but 
the teeth should be set well forward 
to dig the ground as much as possi­ 
ble and the harrow' weighted heavily, 
but for alfalfa more 
than 
one year 
old, some alfalfa renovator Is better. 
Many use the disk harrow', 
but thus 
is more or less objectionable, due to

Jefferson City, Mo., April 24.—The 
effect the European war had on for­ 
eign immigration into Missouri dur­ 
ing the first eight months of its pro­ 
gress is dealt with in a bulletin of 
the bureau of labor statistics, releas­ 
ed today for publication by Commis­ 
sioner John T. Fitzpatrick, the dec­ 
laration being made that there was a 
falling off in the number 
of 
aliens 
who entered of 71.76 per cent when 
comparisons 
are 
made 
with 
the 
monthly average 
of 
the fiscal year 
which closed June 30, 1914. 
To make this assertion more clear 
it is only necessary 
to 
state that 
during the fiscal 
year W'hich closed 
June 30, 1914, which wras the twelve 
months 
preceding the war, 
13,781 
men, women and children from Great 
Britain. France, Germany, Italy, Hol­ 
land, Mexico, 
Belgium, 
Austria and 
other foreign countries, entered Unit­ 
ed States harbors with 
Missouri as 
their direct destination, or a monthly 
alien influx average of 1,148. 
During 
the eight months 
commencing with 
the war and when the fiscal year just 
given closed, and 
ending 
Feb- 
28, 
1915, only 2,183 aliens arrived bound 
for this state or an average of 273 a 
month, Feb., 1915, 
probably 
holding 
the worst record of the eight months, 
only 84 having come into Missouri in 
these 28 days, or less than one-third 
of what the other months averaged. 
Love for Mother Country. 
While love for the mother country 
is strong in all human beings, 
yet 
statistical information 
which covers 
emigrant aliens 
wrho 
departed 
for 
Europe in the first eight months af­ 
ter the war, ostensibly to take part 
in the combat which is now in pro­ 
gress, does not bear out the popular 
belief that hundreds 
of 
more men 
flocked back to 
their 
birth places 
than was the case in any same pre­ 
vious period wrhen 
the 
conflict wras 
not dreamed of by any one save roy­ 
alty and those that 
stood 
high 
in 
militarism. 
During the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1914, 2,744 
emigrant 
aliens left 
Missouri for their .former homes in 
other countries, or an average of 228 
a month. For the period 
since the 
wrar commenced the 
Missouri aver­ 
age of those returning home was 155 
a month, or 73 less than the depart­ 
ures before the war commenced, 
a 
fact which speaks 
volumes for “the 
land of the free and the home of the 
brave” being a desirable place to live 
in while civilized and 
christian por­ 
tions of Europe are plunged bito w’ar. 
Other deductions 
can 
be 
made by 
those w-ho are interested enough to 
go more deeply into the proolem. 
Patriotism of the French. 
The love of 
the 
French 
for the 
place of their birth and their patriot­ 
ism, judging 
by 
the 
number who 
have returned to France from 
Mis­ 
souri and elsewhere since 
the w'ar 
began, seems 
to 
be stronger than 
that of the 
other 
nationalities in­ 
volved in the conflict, the number of 
those departing since 
July I, last, 
having increased 267 
per cent over 
the departures 
for a similar period 
previous to June 30, 1914. 
For for­ 
mer subjects of 
Great 
Britain the 
departures after the wrar decreased 8 
per cent to what they 
wrere 
in the 
year preceding it. German born sub­ 
jects make even 
a 
worse showing, 
but this is due chiefly to the fact that 
traffic with 
Germany 
ceased after 
the first battle, and that the blockade 
the allies 
have 
established around 
the country is so effective 
patriotic 
Teutons can not 
slip 
through, the 
number of those returning since the 
war having decreased 
67 
per cent. 
The Austrian and Serbian showing is 
about the same, 
for 
the same rea­ 
sons. 
The nationalities, races and sexes 
of those who entered Missouri since 
the European struggle for supremacy 
commenced will 
not 
definitely 
be 
known until after 
the 
close of the 
present fiscal year, w'hich ends June 
SO, 1915. 
No Way of Getting Here. 
The announcement, 
however, can 
be made that it is not patriotism or 
love for native land that caused the 
falling off in immigration, but simply 
the reason that men and 
women of 
the classes of Germany, France, Bel­ 
gium, 
Austria 
and 
Great 
Britain 
which in recent years have made up 
the alien armies flocking to the Unit­ 
ed States, could not find the means 
of doing so, the w*ar having closed 
the ports from which the former exo­ 
dus occurred and the vessels W’hich 
carried immigrants having been com­ 


mandeered by the countries to which 
they belong. 
How the 1914-15 
immigrants from 
the continental countries which are 
at war with 
each 
other 
slipped 
through is a 
mystery, 
unless 
they 
were in other domains when the con­ 
flict commenced, and, instead of re­ 
turning to their homes, sailed for this 
country, and especially is this true 
of Germans and Austrians, since the 
allies cut 
off 
their 
communication 
with the outside world 
from almost 
the 
commencement 
of 
hostilities. 
While the above information applies 
solely to Missouri, it 
must 
not be 
forgotten that similar conditions 
in 
regard to alien influx 
in 
the 
last 
eight months 
prevail 
all 
over the 
United States. Statistics 
prove this. 
In One Year 1,218,480 Came. 
During the twelve months 
W'hich 
preceded 
the 
war 
1,218,180 
immi­ 
grants entered the United States, in­ 
tending to make this 
country their 
future home, or an average of 101,540 
a month, 
and 
during the eight 
months, from July I, 1914, to March 
I, 1915, arrivals 
dwindled 
down (to 
248,111, or an average 
of 
20,67(j a 
month, constituting a decrease of 80 
per cent. 
What may seem a strange feature 
until it is explained 
how 
it 
came 
about is that the falling off in immi­ 
gration was general for all nationali­ 
ties and races, but, of course, espec­ 
ially from the countries which are at 
w-ar. Steamship lines owrncd and con­ 
trolled 
by 
companies 
in 
England, 
Germany and France did most of the 
transporting before tho conflict, and 
since these 
vessels 
have 
long ago 
been either interned in this country 
pr impressed into 
service by their 
OwTn countries, immigration facilities 
for all European countries have de­ 
creased 90 per cent. 
English Less Affected. 
English immigration into the Unit­ 
ed States was probably less affected 
bv the war than that 
of 
any other 
nationalities, the* monthly average of 
arrivals for the year before 
July I, 
1914, being 4,312, and for the period 
since Germany first invaded Belgium, 
3,734 men, women 
and 
children a 
month. German immigration into this 
country in the year before the hos­ 
tilities averaged 6,656 a month, and 
since then for eighf months fell off 
;to 2,160 a month, w'(lli the last month, 
Feb., 1915, showing ohlV 850 Teuton?

LARGE NUMBER SICK AND WOUNDED 


Hundreds of Soldiers Spend Idle Time 
Fishing for Arms and Ammuni- 
tion That W as Thrown Into 
River San in Russia. 


Petrograd, April 24.—The removal 
of prisoners from Przemysl has now 
been completed, and the official Rus­ 
sian statement of the numbers is as 
follows: Nine generals, 2,307 officers, 
113,890 men, 6,800 sick and wounded. 
The number of sick and wounded 
includes only those who were regard­ 
ed as unfit to be removed. They are 
distributed among the various hospit­ 
als in Przemysl, in charge of Russian 
physicians, aided by 129 Austrian doc­ 
tors and IOO hospital orderlies who 
were captured when the fortress fell. 
The captured stores and ignitions 
have not yet been completely inven­ 
toried. 
Much of the booty ip the for­ 
tress was concealed or buried and is 
only gradually coming to light. 
The 
quantity, however, is said to be enor­ 
mous. 
Over nine hundred guns, many of 
them still in good 
condition, 
have 
been inventoried . Thousands of Aus­ 
trian bayonets, 
which 
are 
highly 
prized 
by 
the 
Russia^ soldiers as 
knives, have been distributed among 
the victorious troops. 
The River San is being dredged for 
quantities o f’ arms and ammunition 


which were thrown into it before the 
city capitulated. Hundreds of soldiers 
spend their idle hours fishing for this 
booty with hook and line or with a 
small grappling hook dragged through 
the water from a row boat.
